Federal Govt. Removes 
Most Price Controls 


The government over the week- 
end swept away the majority of re- 
maining price controls, and Cana- 
dians braced themselves for another 
hike in the already high cost of liv- 
ing. » 

Bread is one of the, most important 
items affected, and prices are ex- 
pected to go up. Not only has thé 
price ceiling been taken off flour, 
‘but the government has abolished 
the huge eubsidy it has been paying 
on wheat used for domestic consump 
tion, 

These are the important things. 
which are freed of all price controls 
as of Monday: ’ 

Most foods, with the exception of 
meat, which remains under price con 
trol, 


Men’s, women’s and children’s 
clothing, and leather used to manu- 
facture boots,and shoes, 

All construction products, includ- 
ing lumber, nails, plywood, millwork, 
cast iron soil pipe and fittings. 

Agricultural machinery, imple- 
ments, equipment and supplies. 

Household textiles like sheets, bed- 
spreads, pillow cases, napkins, blan- 
kets and towels, 

Sti under government-controlled 
prices are these items: 

Rents 

Sugar prices and sugar rationing. 

Meats, wheat, coarse grains, the 
principal oils and fats including do- 
mestic shorténing, certain dried 
fruits, iron- and steel and tin in prim- 
ary form, 

In the same broad order, the gov- 
ernment also: ‘ 

1. Revoked most of the supply and 
distribution control orders relating 
to commodities now removed from 
price control, 

2. Removed all government subsi- 
dies on newly-decontrolled items, 

The principal subsidies which will 
no longer be paid are the domestic 
subsidy on flour, which will result in 
the miller having to ply almost 
twice as much for his wheat, and the 
import subsidies on cotten, hides and 
skin, corn and soya beans, !

Gov. Assistance For 
Repatriation To Japan 


Stopped 


Hon, Humphrey Mitchell, Minister 
of Labour, announced today that the 
Government ‘had decided to . discon- 
tinue the provision for finaricial as- 
sistance which has been given to 
persons of the Japanese trace desir- 
ing to leave Canada and go to Jap- 
an, Under this provision, ‘the Gov- 
ernment has provided free passage 
for Japanese from Canada to Japan 
together with a landing grant pay- 
able to persons who had no funds. 


The Minister stated that these 
provifions for financial assistance 
had been in effect since. December, 


1945, that approxmately 4,000 Jap- 
anese had taken advantage of this 
offer and proceeded to Japan. After 
review of the existing situation the 
Committee of Cabinet on Japanese 
Dispersal had decided to discontinue 
this provision for financial assist- 
ance at this time., 


Substitute Fc or

: Many Travellers Said 


Careless of Their Health 


Summer vacation period is on the 
wane, but there still are many vaca- 
tionists travelling throughout Can- 
ada. Therefore, it is not too late to 
warn holidayers and other travellers 
concerning the dangers of raw milk, 

Although they know, or should 
know, that unpasteurized milk is a 
germ carrier and a fine culture med- 
jum for virulent’ disease bacteria, 
many travellers are.not making sure 
that their milk supplies are safe, 
They are not taking the trouble to 
check whether the milk they obtain 

‘lunchy-rooms,”- ‘restaur- 


ants or hotels is safe—safe because 
it has been pasteurized, 

Most of these persons. are resi- 
dents of cities and towns where pas- 
teurized milk is dropped on their 
doorsteps every day, For 49 or 50 
weeks each year they are. protected 
—knowingly or unknowingly—again 
st milk-borne diseases. Then, for 
two or three weeks they throw all 
precaution to the winds—-and order 
milk, not knowing, and evidently not 
caring, whether it is pasteurized. 

These persons. must know that 
just, one drink of raw milk which is 
contaminated with disease germs 
typhoid, undulant fever; bovine tub- 
erculosis, septic sore throat, para- 
typhoid, or dysentery—can make 
them sick, perhaps cripple them, per- 
haps take their lives, 

It is difficult to understand how 
people can be so careless about 
something so important to their 
health, They-won’t eat ‘or drink vis- 
ible dirt, yet they take chances with 
dirt—-germs—they can’t see, 

Travellers should always make 
sure of the safety of their daily milk 
supply. A continual demand by vaca- 
tionists and other txavellers will 
soon make purveyors of raw milk 
wealize that the public demands and 
will buy nothing else but Safe pas- 
teurized milk.

Completion of the 400-mile north- 
ern highway, from Grimshaw to 


Great Slave Lake as a graveled road’

Province To Order 
50 Mile Speed Limit 

Early action of a positive nature 
is to be taken by the provincial gov- 
ernment to curb excessive speed on 
highways, according to information 
received by: officials of the Alberta 
Motor Association, 

It is planned to issue a proclama- 
tion fixing 50 miles per hour as the 
maximum speed for motor cars on 
highways. During the summer, the 
public works department announced 
that the maximum rate was 50 miles 
per hour but this was more in the 
‘pature of a request which it was 
hoped would be observed. 

Provincial authorities say that 
high speeds still. are being main- 
tained and the number of accidents 
is on the increase, Consequently, the 
alternative is to proclaim a new 
speed rate and instruct police offic- 
ers to enforce it, according to pro- 
vincial authorities. 

The need of greater safety on the 
highways is a matter that is receiv- 
ing the continuous attention of the 
A.M.A, and it.is expected to be, dis- 
cussed at the annual branch meet- 
ings to be held later this year.

That Marxist Russia is the main 
cause of the danger surprises no one 
who studies the socialist. philosophy. 
It is inherent in. the socialist theory 
that accord and peace in the world 
cannot be permitted until after it 
has accepted the socialist “ideology”.
